SELECTMEN’S MESSAGE 


PROPERTY INVENTORIES: In spite of the warning in the 1977 
Annual Report several taxpayers failed to turn in their inventories by 
April 15th. 

In review: This law absolutely requires that the Selectmen insist 
upon a completed annual property inventory form and imposes a 
mandatory penalty for failure to file one by April 15th of each year. 
Any person who fails to file an inventory by April 15th shall pay a 
penalty of 1% of the property tax, but inno case less than $10 nor 
more than $50. 

Any person failing to file and becoming liable for a penalty shall 
lose the right to appeal any property tax matter or claim exemption. 

Where no property changes have occurred during the year, the 
comment “NO CHANGES FROM LAST YEAR” or “same as last 
year” shall be acceptable. 


SERVING YOUR TOWN: Your Selectmen are concerned over the 
fact that so few people are becoming involved in town government. 
The Town election this year has only one position being contested. 
We feel that the townspeople should have a choice. We feel that 
there are many qualified residents who could be great assets to the 
Town if only they would make a commitment to do so. The 
Selectmen have many appointments to make each year to various 
boards and commissions and we would like these same qualified 
people to apply. 

SAVINGS BANK TAX: We would like to remind you once again of 
the fact that the City of Concord is receiving a portion of tax revenue 
which justly belongs to the Town of Bow. The records show that in 
1891, when Bow’s population was 725, the revenue received from 
Savings Bank tax was $2,521.35; however, last year with Bow’s 
population in excess of 3,400, the total revenue received was only 
$6,410. This is simply because a number of us living in Bow have our 
address as RFD, Concord, N.H.! Please check your bank accounts 
and be sure that you list your residence as Bow, not Concord. 
BUILDING: This year there were 73 single family building permits 
issued. This compares with 70 single family building permits issued in 
1977. 

FOREST FUND: This fund was established in 1977 when the Town 
voted to authorize the Conservation Commission to manage the Town 
forests. The RSAs require (31:113) that the proceeds from these 
forests shall be placed in a special fund to accumulate unless 
otherwise voted by the legislative body of the Town. 
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Last year you voted, under Article 17, to apply this money toward 
the payment of the balance of the purchase price of the lands 
acquired from the Upton Estate. This was done. Since then, this fund 
has built up from timber sales to around $30,000. The Selectmen 
propose to purchase a tract of land from the State of New Hampshire 
and use $10,000 from this fund for the purchase price. The 
Selectmen also propose to use another $15,000 from the fund to 
reduce taxes. This will still leave some monies to allow the 
Conservation Commission to continue with its forest management 
work. We hope you will support these articles. 


ASSISTANT BUILDING INSPECTOR: In this year’s budget you 
will find an item requesting monies to hire an Assistant Building 
Inspector. Increases in burdens have been placed upon the 
Department and the time has finally arrived where an assistant is 
needed. We as Selectmen, sincerely hope you will support this item. 


CENTRAL DISPATCH: This has been a very controversial subject 
and has been discussed, not only by the Board of Selectmen, but by 
the Communications Committee and the Budget Committee. Pros 
and cons have been discussed in detail and the only real agreement 
that can be reached by any of the above mentioned committees and 
boards is that you the people, must decide whether or not to have 
Bow centrally dispatched, (Fire Department only). We can only 
suggest that you try and find out as much about this on your own, 
prior to Town Meeting. 


CURRENT USE ASSESSMENT: For those of you having parcels of 
land under Current Use Assessment, you are reminded that you must 
file annually, on ‘your property inventory form, before April 15th. 
For further information on Current Use or Discretionary Easements, 
please contact the Selectmen’s Office, Grandview Road. 


EXCELLENT GIFTS: There are still a few copies of our Town 
history, “A Hundred Acres, More or Less” and they are still available 
at $20 each at the Selectmen’s Office. Also, Bicentennial and 250th 
coins are still available. Both make excellent gifts. 


We, as your Board of Selectmen, would like to take the 
opportunity to express our thanks to the Department Heads and the 
many Committees who have assisted us in the smooth and efficient 
flow of business this past year.

compensation, for three year terms, except that to obtain 
staggered terms, the initial terms shall be as follows: one 
member shall be appointed for a one-year term two members 
shall be appointed for three-year terms — all vacancies in such 
committee however, occurring to be filled by selectmen. 


Article 11: It was voted to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) for the construction of a dry fire hydrant on 
the Allen Road and authorizing selectmen to withdraw the 
amount required for this purpose from revenue sharing fund 
established under provisions of state and local fiscal assistance 
Act 1972. | 
Recommended by Budget Committee. 


Article 12: It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of one thou- 
sand, one hundred twenty-one dollars ($1,121.00) for town road 
aid construction. The state to furnish the amount of seven 
thousand four hundred seventy-four dollars and seventy-three 
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cents ($7,474.73) to be expended on Allen Road. 
Recommended by Budget Committee. 


Article 13: It was voted to appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund for 
replacement of highway equipment, authorizing selectmen to 
withdraw the amount required for this purpose from revenue 
sharing fund established under provisions of state and local fiscal 
assistance Act of 1972. 

Recommended by Budget Committee. 


Article 14: It was voted to appropriate the sum of four thousand 
seven hundred dollars ($4,700.00) to replace a police cruiser 
authorizing the selectmen to withdraw the amount required for 
this purpose from the revenue sharing fund established under 
the provisions of the state and local fiscal assistance Act of 1972. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee. 


Article 15: In a counted vote Yes 145, No 106, it was voted to raise 
and appropriate the sum of twenty-three thousand dollars 
($23,000.00) for the completion of the ball fields on town land 
off Albin Road. 

Not recommended by Budget Committee. 


Article 16: It was voted to appropriate the sum of nine hundred and 
one dollars ($901.00) to be used as a set-off against the budgeted 
appropriation for the maintenance of the Municipal building 
authorizing the selectmen to withdraw this amount from the 
fund provided by the anti-recession fiscal assistance program. 
Recommended by Budget Committee. 


Article 17: It was voted the town use, apply and expend the monies 
placed in the special forest maintenance fund established under 
R.S.A. 31:113 toward the payment of the balance of the pur- 
chase price for the lands acquired by the town from the estate 
of Robert W. Upton and Martha G. Upton. 


Article 18: It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000.00) to approve the public highway 
known as Wood Hill Road, the state to furnish an equal 
amount. 

Recommended by Budget Committee. 
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Article 19: This article was amended to read “beginning 2,100 feet 
more or less east of the Allen Road and ending 5,500 feet more 
or less west of the Bow Bog Road, a distance of 6,100 feet more 
or less. The amendment passed. 

The Article was voted down. 


Article 20: It was voted to appropriate and authorize the withdrawal 
from the revenue sharing fund established under the provisions 
of the state and local fiscal assistance Act of 1972 for use as set- 
offs against budgeted appropriations for the following specific 
purposes in amounts indicated herewith: 


Appropriations Amount 
General Expense of highway $ 7,800 
Police 3,000 
Fire 3,000 
Recommended by Budget Committee. $13,800 


Article 21: It was voted to accept a deed of a gift from Trustees of 
Bow Community Baptist Church conveying to town a small tract 
of land located at the intersections of Bow Center Road and 
Branch Londonderry Turnpike and adjoining Green Cemetery. 


Article 22: It was voted to authorize the selectmen, in connection 
with the straightening and re-aligning of Knox Road, in ex- 
change with the heirs or devisees of the estate of Sherman 
Saltmarsh or his successors in interest, town lands situated on 
the southerly side of said Knox Road (adjoining lands formerly 
of said Saltmarsh) for lands left by said Saltmarsh having sub- 
stantially equivalent value; authorizing and empowering the 
selectmen, in the name and behalf of the town, to make, execute 
and deliver a deed or deeds conveying such town lands in ex- 
change for the equivalent lands needed for such highway 
straightening and re-alignment, authorizing selectmen to dispose 
of any surplus land caused by the re-alignment. 


Article 23: It was voted to authorize the selectmen to sell and convey, 
lease, rent, exchange or otherwise dispose of, upon such terms 
and conditions as they deem proper, any real estate heretofore 
or hereafter acquired by the town by tax collector’s deed for 
nonpayment of taxes, except real estate so acquired which the 
town has voted or may hereafter vote to retain and hold for 
public uses, such authorization to continue in force from 
year-to-year until recinded by vote of town. 
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Article 24: It was voted to accept revenue from Cemetery Trust 
Funds. 


Article 25: It was voted to separate the Bow Emergency Rescue 
Squad from Bow Fire Department and make it an individual 
department with its own department head and operating 
budget. 


Article 26: It was voted to accept the budget in the figure of 
$1,204,424.00. 


Article 27: It was voted to abandon all rights and easements granted 
to the town by warranty deed from Kenneth and Leona Morgan 
for dry hydrant and water reservoir easements, amended to 


return deeds back to Morgans. 


Article 28: It was voted to authorize selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 29: It was voted to accept reports as written in the annual 
town report. 


Article 30: As there was no more business, we moved to adjourn at 
11:48 P.M.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, BAKER FREE LIBRARY 


Again on Town Meeting Day, during voting hours, your Library 
Staff was on hand at Bow Memorial School to greet old friends and 
to meet new ones with our annual display of new books. Be sure to 
drop by again this year for your book mark with our hours on it as a 
reminder! At least one new family registers each week and we try to 
fill their requests. 


Our students in school are still keeping us busy with requests for 
materials to supplement their school work: such as dinosaurs, 
evolution of the jawbone, constellations, costume of the early 1800’s, 
a map to trace of a country in Africa, black poetry, child abuse 
among others. 


A very popular happening this Fall was our story hour conducted 
by Woman’s Club volunteers for 6 weeks with an average of 20 
preschoolers on Wednesday mornings. How the “little ones” loved 
coming and many went home with books under their arms too. We 
hope to have another session early in the new year, 1979. Much 
thought and preparation was put into this program by Mrs. Judy 
Ryan, Mrs. Yvonne Denoncourt, Mrs. Sheila Evans, Mrs. Betty 
Fennell and Mrs. Sharon Pearce.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Bow Highway Dept. has been busy during 1978 patching, 
cleaning ditches, sealing, routine maintenance work and of course 
snow removal. I wish, at this time, to say thanks to the tax payers for 
their support in the purchase of our sweeper and catch basin cleaner. 
This machine enabled us to get all of our catch basins cleaned by fall 
for the first time. It is going to be a relief to be able to clean up our 
streets when spring comes. 


A start has been made on the Allen Road T.R.A. Project. Trees 
have been cut on about half the distance. We are in hopes to have 
this portion excavated and graveled this coming year. Vaughn Road, 
from Route 3A to the River Road was widened, graveled, regraded 
and black topped this year making for much better and safer travel. 
Before, this road was too narrow for the trucks that are now using it. 


This year’s schedule calls for the trading of our third dump truck 
for a diesel powered truck. This will give us three diesel trucks. The 
two that we now have are working out very well and has enabled us to 
keep up with our services, especially during the winter, even though 
we have more roads every year due to new developments. 


We have been appropriating money every year to a capital reserve 
fund for the purchase of a new loader. This is in the Warrant this 
year as our old machine is over eight years old and needs replacing. 


As the years go by, we learn new things that help to make better 
roads as well as keeping our costs down. With the cost of everything 
going up, the problem gets bigger every year. 


Winter storms are our biggest problem. No two storms are the 
same. Ice storms are the most difficult and expensive due to the use 


of sand and salt. We appreciate your patience sometimes under these 
conditions. 


Again, I wish to thank everyone for their support and patience 
which helps us greatly in the performance of our duties.

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1978 BOW PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


This has been an extremely busy year for your Planning Board. 
Starting out the year with the loss of three experienced members and 
then marathon like sessions going into the early hours of the morning 
for the new board, and now multi sessions in order to complete the 
agenda. 


An abnormal increase in submissions for large subdivisions and 
building permits prompted the concerned citizens to petition the 
Planning Board to take some immediate action to provide more 
orderly growth. This resulted in the special town meeting held last 
fall. 


Another task imposed by the Federal Government on the Planning 
Board is to change some of the zoning ordinances so the town will be 
in compliance with the Federal Insurance Administration require- 
ments for National Flood Insurance. You will be voting on this item 
at the town meeting. 


The Planning Board has entered into a contract with the Central 
New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission for the updating of 
the Master Plan to be completed by September 30, 1980. To be voted 
upon by the town at the 1981 town meeting. All the town officers, 
committee and board chairmen, citizen groups and as large a group 
of residents as practicable will be asked to participate in formulating 
the Master Plan so that it will be the townspeople’s instructions, 
guiding the Planning Board’s decisions. 


Some of the concerns of the Planning Board are the impact of 
rapid development and residential construction upon the capacity of 
the schools (including the new one under construction), fire and 
police protection, and other town services. 


I want to thank the other Planning Board members for their 
untiring efforts during the past year, and to Ken Andrews, Town 


Engineer, whose assistance to this board has been invaluable.

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TOWN ENGINEER AND BUILDING INSPECTOR 
1978 


1978 has been a very busy but wonderful year, full of education, 
friendship and the obtaining of knowledge and history of Bow. It has 
been an honor and privilege to serve you as Town Engineer and 
Building Inspector. Though not entirely trouble free, with the help 
of all the people with whom I have worked, it has been a good year. 

Even though the amendment to the Zoning Ordinance created 
confusion in this office during the last few months, I feel it was a 
much needed item and with the Master Plan being updated, I am 
sure all will work out for the betterment of Bow. 

During the year 171 building permits were issued for new 
construction, plus 2 renewals. Of these 173 permits 73 were for new 
single-family homes. Because of the amendment to the Zoning 
Ordinance there were no permits for new family homes issued in 
September. All sewage disposal systems previously inspected by the 
Town Engineer and Building Inspector are now being inspected by 
the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commis- 
sion. 

At the 1978 Annual Town Meeting it was voted to adopt the 
amendment to the Building Code as proposed by the Planning 
Board. Also in 1978 approximately one mile of new subdivision road 
has been inspected and accepted by the Town of Bow. 

Inspections on the new school and also our first sewer lines have 
been conducted this year. 

With your continued support and cooperation I shall endeavor to 
continue giving the Town of Bow my best effort.

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BOW CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 


General Report 


The Conservation Commission held 12 meetings during 1978. At 
the November meeting the resignation of Alexander Saltmarsh was | 
regretfully accepted. 

Numerous dredge and fill permits were reviewed during the year 
and three were acted on. 

Three landowners offered to sell parcels of land to the town. All 
offers were carefully investigated and rejected due to their lack of 
benefit to the town. 

Brad Gilpatrick attended Summer Conservation Camp this past 
summer. Two Students are sponsored to the camp annually by the 
Commission. Applications are currently being accepted for the 
summer of 1979. Applicants must be between 14 and 18, have 
completed 8th grade and have an interest in conservation. 

The Commission is actively pursuing the purchase of riverfront 
property for recreational use by the town. 

Meetings are held every third Monday at 7:30 P.M. in the 
Municipal Building, and all interested residents are invited to attend.

TOWN FOREST REPORT 


The Conservation Commission is actively continuing the forest 
management plans implemented in 1977. 

Lot 97, Block 2 (fronting on I-93 — Bow Bog Brook area) has 
been surveyed and a 10-year management plan completed. Selective 
timber harvesting in this area will go hand-in-hand with wildlife 
management. 

Lot 138, Block 3 (fronting on Knox Rd.) is being surveyed and a 
management plan will be completed on this property before any 
timber harvesting is done. 

A joint timber harvest is underway on Lot 56, Block 4 (fronting on 
Page Rd. and abutting Village Shores Estates) and Lot 122, Block 2 
(front on Robinson Rd.) under the management of Kear-wood, Inc. 
Approximately 270,000 bd. ft. have been marked and the timber 
sold to Dalphond Bros. for approximately $21,121.00. 

Kear-wood, Inc. completed management of a timber harvest on 
Lot 116, Block 4 (fronting on Branch Londonderry Turnpike). Three 
hundred and four thousand five hundred fifty-six (304,556) board 
feet of lumber were harvested at a profit to the town, after marking 
and management, of $31,647.84. The Commission feels that this was 
a very professional job and a fine example of a proper timber 
harvest. 

The Commission plans to survey additional lots in the coming year 
and to proceed with management plans and selective timber harvests 
as recommended by professional foresters.

Training and instructing members of a police department is a 
continuous endeavor. During 1978, members of the Bow Police 
Department; consisting of four full time officers, eight special 
officers, and a secretary; have attended classes through the New 
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. Among these 
were Police Prosecutor’s School, Basic Police Photography, Part-time 
Special Officers Certification Seminar, and a three day seminar for 
Juvenile Officers. 

Upon the successful completion of the Basic Police Photography 
course, equipment was purchased which now enables us to take, 
develop, and print black and white photos needed for accidents and 
court use. It also is used as a visual record of recovered items and 
evidence. 

Motor vehicle accidents increased by 19 over last year, along with a 
rise in the number of personal injuries. Single car accidents 
accounted for almost half of the total number of accidents. January 
and December were peak months with 10 and 17 accidents 
respectively. Our statistics show the hours between 7:00 a.m. and 
8:00 a.m. with eight accidents; and 3:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. with 30 
accidents, to be “‘accident prone” times of the day. During this past 
year no accidents were reported during the hours of midnight to 1:00 
a.m. and 4:00 a.m. to 6:00 a.m. 

The number of automobiles using Route 3-A has greatly increased. 
This may be due in part to the rise in the toll charge on the 
Interstate. Traffic signal lights were installed at the Route 3-A and 
Interstate 89 intersection eliminating one of the more dangerous 
intersections in Bow and subsequently helping to reduce accidents at 
this point. 

Animal complaints are one-half the number received in 1977. 
These complaints are not only dogs, as most people think, but 
include complaints regarding pigs, horses, turkeys, chickens, etc. Due 
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to the leash law, the number of animal complaints concerned with 
dogs is less. We appreciate the cooperation we have received in this 
matter. All residents should be aware that dogs must be registered 
with the Town Clerk by May 1 of each year. 

The “Bother Us” program is still an effective way to curtail 
burglaries and criminal trespass. We would like to thank the people 
who have called us in the past regarding suspicious persons and 
vehicles. The number of suspicious person calls did decrease by 92 
from last year but the suspicious vehicle calls increased by 39, more 
than double last year’s. In the future, we would like to encourage 
people to be more concerned about unknown people and automobiles 
in their neighborhood and to call us. A reported license plate 
number can sometimes be a considerable help to the police. 

A visit to Bow Memorial School with “Patch the Pony” has been a 
valuable learning experience, not only teaching the children about 
staying away from strangers, but giving them an opportunity to talk 
and question a police officer as their friend. 

The Bow Police Association held two dances this past year. A 
profit of $383.01 was realized. There was also a donation of $10.00 
from a Bow resident. The “Patch the Pony” program expenses were 
$39.52. The Association shows a balance of $353.49. Many thanks to 
all who have supported us by attending our fund raising enterprises.

Be sure all the members of your household 
know where it is located in case of an emergency. 

A thank you goes out to all the residents of Bow from your police 
department. Your cooperation is greatly appreciated. Again, a 
special thank you to the members of the Bow Rescue Squad for their 
valuable assistance at accidents and other emergencies.

During 1978 the. dispatchers handled 9,746 telephone calls and 
21,194 radio transmissions. There were 273 fire alarms and rescue 
calls expedited. 

Some new equipment has been added to dispatch to better serve 
our community. A citizen band radio to monitor the emergency 
channel in assisting motorists is also used by the Bow Rescue Squad 
when responding to calls. 

The Police Department purchased a micro-fiche reader for motor 
vehicle listings thus eliminating the need to constantly call the New 
Hampshire State Police for this information. 

Another important addition to the dispatch office is a Digital 
Alarm Receiver. We feel this will provide a more practical and 
economical service to the community. This new system utilizes a 
transmitter which is connected to existing telephone lines, 
eliminating the need for a separate line hook-up other systems 
require. Also, each transmitter can be programmed to handle nine 
different types of alarms (burglar, fire, heat loss, smoke detector, 
etc.). 

Anyone wishing further information regarding this alarm system 
can call the Bow Police Department.

The Fire Department has a working roster of thirty (30) fire-fighters 
who are training weekly under the direction of Lt. Cricenti, the Fire 
Department Training Officer. 

The Ladies Auxiliary has attended the Fire Department with 
lunches at several fires during 1978 and they donated $600.00 for a 
portable radio for the department which was put into service 
immediately when it arrived. 

We strongly urge people without smoke detectors in their homes to 
purchase them as soon as possible. They are one of our biggest assets 
in detecting smoke and fire in time to get everybody out of the 
building. 

The Inspection and Prevention Department has been working 
under the direction of Inspector Allan Barrington. We hope in 1979 
the Town Meeting will accept the National Fire Codes to assist in the 
operation of this important part of our Fire Department. 

Wood stoves are still playing an important part in the number of 
fires we are having. If you have a wood stove, please keep the stove 
and smoke pipes clean. If you have an air-tight stove, check your 
chimney once a week to be sure the creosote is not building in the 
chimney, if it is, let the fire go out and clean it. Brushes are available 
at the Fire Station that you can borrow to clean it with. If you think 
you have a chimney defect, do not hesitate to call me and we will 
check it out for you. If you have, or if you think you have had a 
chimney fire, call us and we will check it for you. 
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During 1978 we acquired an Army three-quarter ton truck for use 
in the woods. This truck is in the process of being worked on and 
painted. We can drive this truck into the woods, which gets us closer 
to a brush fire enabling us to put the fire out quicker and with less 
area burned. 

The Communications Committee in the town is looking into the 
Central Dispatch Center in Concord. We, in the Fire Department, 
feel this will make our operation more efficient and also save the 
people outside of the three (3) mile area, from the Fire Station, a 
sizable sum on their insurance. This would also tie the town much 
closer to the Capital Area Mutual Aid System. We hope to have more 
information on this for the 1979 Town Meeting. 

During 1978 we had a number of brush fires. We feel some of 
these fires could have been avoided. With the 1978 rain deficiency we 
could have a bad spring for grass and brush fires. Please, when the 
ground is not covered with snow, be sure to obtain a permit for your 
outside burning. There is not any burning allowed between 9:00 
A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless raining. Please feel free to call us for 
information or any other help we can give you. 

Tot finders have been donated by the Extension Group, to go in 
children’s windows and these will be distributed very soon. 

Let’s have a fire safe 1979.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF AND 
YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of 
New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest 
fire prevention and suppression program that is recognized as 
superior throughout the United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and 
local community governments have worked together to prevent and 
combat forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work 
with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State 
funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs 
incurred by local forest fire organizations, within pay rates 
established by the Governor and Council. State funds matched by 
local funds are used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to 
train local forest fire crews and in forest fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local 
Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one 
is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a 
jail term of up to one year or both.

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BOW RESCUE SQUAD 


The Rescue Squad has been very active over the past year. We have 
nineteen (19) active members and are processing two (2) new 
applications. Twelve (12) of the members have attended extrication 
courses and three (3) are enrolled in an Emergency Medical 
Technician course. When this course is completed our roster will 
show seven (7) EMT’s and twelve (12) Advanced First Aid and 
Emergency Care personnel. All are yearly certified in Cardio 
Pulmonary Resuscitation and hold ambulance attendant licenses. 

The Squad members, in teams of two’s and threes, provide 
Emergency care to persons who have been injwred or suddenly 
become ill within the confines of the Town of Bow. 

The year 1978 closed with a total of 114 runs which included the 
following:

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INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


The Industrial Development Committee was created by town vote 
in 1978. The five man committee is appointed by the selectmen with 
appointments of three years in duration. The Committee has met 
twice a month on a regular basis since it was appointed by the 
selectmen. 

Our first year was one of learning and studying about requirements 
for industrial growth. In an effort to have a definite direction the 
Committee set three areas of study: 


THE PAST: 
What type of growth have we had in the past 
ten years and how has that growth helped or 
hurt the town? 


THE PRESENT: 
What is today’s trend and in the present In- 
dustrial and Commercial Zones what parcels 
of land are available for Industrial- 
Commercial growth? Develop an inventory 
of present land. 


THE FUTURE: 
Although the future recommendations of the 
Committee will depend on historic studies, it 
was felt that we should took to setting aside 
additional land now which might not be used 
for many years but which would be available 
without residential development. 


All of these areas of study are not something that can be 
accomplished in one year. While the first two areas of study are still 
going on, the Committee did make a recommendation to the 
planning board for a rezoning of 900 acres of land along the west side 
of Route 93 between Robinson and Bow Bog roads. After discussion 
with the planning board, it was decided that it would be better to 
wait for rezoning but that they would try to discourage residential 
development in the area recommended by our Committee. 

The Committee has a long way to go in 1979 working with the 
Master Plan Committee, working on proposed rezoning with all town 
committees, landowners, and pertinent state agencies, and com- 
pleting studies on growth and available land inventory are just a few 
of the areas that can be covered. 
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As with any town committee, the input of the people is very 
important, we need to know what you think about our proposals and 
we can also use your ideas. Meeting dates are posted at the town 
offices and our meetings are open to the public. 

An orderly, well planned Industrial Growth is not something that 
will develop overnight. It will take a lot of hard work and hard 
decisions. We hope you will support our efforts in the future. 

We would be remiss if we did not recognize the loss of Dick 
Hanson, a member of our Committee. His contributions to our 
Committee as well as to the Town will be missed greatly.

The Moderator recognized John Swenson for the purpose of paying 
tribute to Carl Smith: 

“This past summer the Bow School District lost a good friend 
and dedicated officer with the passing of Carl Smith. Bud served 
the School District for over six years as a member of the School 
Board and before that as Chairman of the Building Committee 
responsible for the addition to the Memorial School. His 
unselfish service to his community earned for him the respect 
and admiration of those he served and with whom he worked.”

Discussion — Michael Moyers summarized the Building Committee’s 
activities and recommendations for a K-4 school. 

VOTED: to see if the District will vote to authorize construction of a 
new elementary school building, K-4, including furnishings 
and equipment, architectural and other fees, site develop- 
ment and other items incidental to, and necessary for such 
construction, and to authorize alterations to Bow Memorial 
School, the total cost of construction and alterations not to 
exceed Two Million, Six Hundred and Seventy Thousand 
Dollars ($2,670,000); and to authorize the Bow School 
Board to deplete the Capital Reserve Fund by withdrawing 
the principal sum of Three Hundred and Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($375,000) and all accrued interest, 
which together total approximately Four Hundred and 
Thirty Thousand Dollars ($430,000), which was established 
for enlargement of school building plant including acquisi- 
tion of land, (as used in this article “enlargement of school 
building plant” means enlargement of an existing school 
building or buildings as well as construction of an entirely 
new building), and such sum to be applied to the total cost 
of construction and alterations; and further to authorize 
the Bow School Board to raise a sum not to exceed Two 
Million, Two Hundred and Forty Thousand Dollars 
($2,240,000) by the issue and sale of bonds or notes of the 
School District in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, or the Revised 
Statutes Annotated of New Hampshire, as amended. The 
time and place of payment of interest, the rate of interest, 
provisions for the sale of bonds and/or notes and all other 
matters in connection therewith, to be left to the discretion 
of the School Board. (Article 1) 


The polls were publicly declared open at 8:29 P.M. by the 
Moderator for the voting by ballot for Article 1. He stated the polls 
would remain open one hour, and additionally stated that he would 
recess the meeting at this time until the hall had quieted down to go 
on to the other articles. 
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The Moderator called the meeting to order again at 9:02. The 
polls remained open. 


Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 

VOTED: to hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
(Article 2) 


Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 

VOTED: to determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and fix the compensation of any other officers or agents of 
the District. (Article 3) 


Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 

VOTED: to see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the 
District, any or all grants or offers for educational 
purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the State of New Hampshire and/or United States Govern- 
ment, and to appropriate any funds anticipated from the 
State of New Hampshire and/or from the United States 
Government to the payment of obligations of the District 
for which said government’s funds constitute full reim- 
bursement provided such grants and/or funds do not 
jeopardize the local control of our school system. (Article 4) 


Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 


VOTED: to see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) as a deficit 
appropriation to the 1977-78 appropriation for the purpose 
of meeting the unanticipated expense of the District 
necessitated by the construction of a septic system. 
(Article 5) 


Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 


VOTED: to see if the District will vote to establish a contingency 
fund in accordance with Revised Statutes Annotated 
198:4B, such a contingency fund to meet the cost of un- 
anticipated expenses that may arise during the year and, 
further, to see if the District will appropriate the sum of 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) for this purpose. 
(Article 6) 
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Upon Motion duly made and seconded, it was 


VOTED: to see if the District will vote to study the advantages of 
withdrawing from Supervisory Union #19 and authorize the 
School Board to appoint for this purpose a committee 
composed of one School Board member, one resident who 
is a faculty member of Bow School and five citizens-at- 
large; the report of said committee’s findings to become 
the subject of an article in the warrant for the 1979 Annual 
District Meeting. (Submitted by petition.) (Article 7) 


The Moderator publicly declared the polls closed at 9:29 P.M., 
and called for a recess until the ballots could be tabulated. (The 
budget could not be acted upon until the outcome of Article 1 was 
known.) 

The Meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 9:45. A total 
of 385 votes were cast — 326 - yes, 59 - no, 844% % of total vote in 
favor.

GENERAL COMMENTS 
School Lunch Fund: 

R.S.A. 197:23-a Treasurer's Duties, states in part, “The treasurer 
shall have custody of all moneys belonging to the district and shall 
pay out the same only upon orders of the school board... .” 

At the present time, School Lunch Funds are maintained in the 
custody of the Supervisory Union. Funds received from the sale of 
meals and milk, as well as federal reimbursement funds received 
through the School District and, in some instances, District 
appropriations, are deposited by the Supervisory Union and all 
payments for food and supplies, as well as some equipment purchases 
and payrolls, are made by the Supervisory Union. The Treasurer is 
not involved in these transactions, nor are invoices or manifests 
approved by the School Board. 

We recommend that School Lunch Funds be returned to the 
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custody of the Bow School District Treasurer in accordance with the 
provisions of R.S.A. 197:23-a. | 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the 
auditor's summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
School District.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Gitizens of Bow: 


I herein submit my 1978 report on the education of Bow public 
school pupils. 

The word “accountability” in education has been getting a great 
deal of space in the media, and it’s been getting a great deal of 
attention not only from the educators here in New Hampshire, but 
also throughout the country. 

An educational accountability plan has the child as the primary 
recipient of the benefits flowing from the improvement of our 
educational efforts. 

Basically, accountability begins with the statement of objectives — 
what do we want our schools to do for our children, what do children 
need to be successful in today’s society and tomorrow’s society. In 
other words, the Bow School District must develop essential student 
outcomes. Essential student outcomes represent specific expectations 
of what students should be able to do at a designated point in his/her 
education. These essential outcomes should be the end results of the 
educational program, should be specific and clearly stated. 

Once these outcomes are set, the next step entails the 
establishment of indications for each essential outcome. The 
indications are nothing more than measurable and _ identifiable 
behaviors that tell us whether or not the student is reaching the 
stated objective. Thus, the indications of a student’s progress in his 
attempts to reach the stated goal are specific and related to 
programs. 

The third step in the process will be assessment. Assessment is a 
structured experience by which the student demonstrates how 
effectively he/she has mastered the indicator. The assessment must 
be validated and proven reliable and it must measure the student’s 
performance against the indicators. Each instrument should be 
designed to provide objective information. 

The analysis of the information collected follows. This analysis of 
the data is an attempt to determine the level of the student’s 
performance in relation to the stated objectives. 

Once this information has been synthesized, then it is reported to 
the community and to the State Department of Education. This 
information is also used to develop a system whereby changes can be 
made to improve student performance. In other words, the 
information will give direction to the Bow School District. 


In summary, the accountability model calls for: 
a) The setting of essential student outcomes 
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b) The setting of indications 

c) The assessment (test and student behaviors) 

d) The analysis of the data 

e) The reporting of the data and its analysis 

f) The development of changes to increase student 
performance 

To ensure that this plan with all of its particulars are in place by 
June, 1981, a committee of teachers and administrators met in Octo- 
ber to discuss an accountability policy and to formulate a committee 
(called the Local Planning Group) — the purpose of which would be 
to develop a time table for the completion of the necessary 
components of the accountability plan, and to organize sub- 
committees to ensure each component is fully developed. 

Subsequently, the following policy was passed by the Bow School 
Board: “The Bow Board of Education believes the primary purpose 
of our educational system is to help each student fully realize his/her 
potential for learning. The Board also recognizes that one of the 
available techniques in the realization of this goal is an accountability 
plan. An accountability plan should clearly describe essential student 
outcomes, provide for an assessment and develop a procedure 
whereby results of the assessment will be used to chart priorities and 
programs. It is the Board’s intention to use the accountability plan to 
provide a better education for students. The Board does not intend 
the results to be used for the comparison of students, schools, districts 
nor for the evaluation of staff members.” 

Finally, the Bow School Board approved the composition of the 
Local Planning Group. This group will be composed of the 
following: 

One _ (1) board member 
Two (2) principals 
Three (3) teachers 

One (1) citizen 


The Local Planning Group will be charged with the production of 
a plan that will serve as a road map to our goal of having an 
operational accountability model in place by June, 1981. 

This venture will take an extraordinary amount of time, effort and 
dedication. It is essential that the teachers, administrators and the 
citizens of Bow work in a spirit of cooperation, keeping in mind the 
welfare and the educational benefits of the student. 

I would like to express my gratitude to those who have contributed 
and to those who will contribute to this undertaking. 

I would like to add a personal note of appreciation and thanks for 
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the aid and cooperation provided me by the principal, assistant 
principal, teachers, School Board members, and citizens of Bow.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


This school year is going well, but at times trying, in our 
overcrowded condition. The moving into a new facility in September, 
1979, is being looked forward to with great anticipation. 

In this report I will describe how our new elementary school will 
look and be used. 

The building is located approximately 700’ to the rear and 
southwest of the present school. Entrance is gained by using the 
present main entrance off Bow Center Road and driving through the 
parking lot at the south end of the Memorial School. 

As you approach the building, you will notice that portions of the 
building are two stories. From the rear, the building appears to be 
one story as it is built into the side of the hill. 

Students and visitors will enter the school via the main entrance 
into a lobby. The administrative offices will be on the immediate left 
and classroom areas for grades 1-4 on the right. A stairway will lead 
from the lobby to the second floor. 

Down the corridor to the right on the first floor there will be 
provision for four first grade classrooms and beyond will be four 
second grade classrooms. Classrooms will have a minimal amount of 
glass in the interest of energy conservation and will be divided from 
floor to ceiling by removable walls which teachers may arrange to fit 
their teaching needs. Some of these partitions will have chalkboard 
attached while others will have tackboard. In the corridor between 
the first and second grades there is planned an enlarged area for 
large group use which will allow teachers to group up to four classes 
together for instruction, filmstrip viewing, etc. Also located in this 
first floor wing will be a duplicating room where teachers and aides 
may use the machines and store duplicating materials and a teacher 
aide room with space for teacher aides, typewriters, file cabinets, etc. 

At the north end will be another stairway leading to the second 
floor. An elevator off the lobby will be available for handicapped 
student use. Also, directly opposite the front door in the lobby there 
will be a ramp that leads to the music room which is a part of the 
stage area of the multi-purpose room. This music room will have 
excellent sound control and a folding door separating the stage from 
the multi-purpose room. 

The second floor will house four third grade and four fourth grade 
classrooms. Across the corridor from these classrooms will be a 
reading improvement classroom, a learning disabilities classroom, an 
art room, a resource/library room, and an audio-visual room. The 
audio-visual room is adjacent to the art room and may be used as 
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another classroom should at some future date we have a need for five 
classes in a particular grade. In the corridor outside of the fourth 
grade classrooms will be an area for large group instruction similar in 
size to that found on the first floor. 

A corridor to the left of the lobby will lead to the multi-purpose 
room where the students will have physical education and which will 
also serve as a lunchroom. Lunches, prepared and transported in 
thermos containers from the Memorial School, will be served from a 
serving kitchen located at the end of the multi-purpose room. A wait- 
ing area for students waiting to see the school counselor or nurse will 
be located on the left of the corridor opposite the multi-purpose 
room. The nurse’s area will consist of an office-examination room 
plus a room with a cot for ill students waiting for parents to transport 
them home. Beyond the waiting area to the left there will be a small 
corridor leading to two kindergarten rooms. These kindergarten 
rooms may be opened into one large room, or through the use of 
folding walls, may be separated into two individual kindergartens 
each with its own toilet and outside entrance. 

In the administrative section of the building, located at the left of 
the lobby, there will be the school secretary’s office, a fire resistant 
file storage room, a small conference room, the principal’s office, a 
guidance office, and a faculty lounge. 

The building is of steel frame construction with the first floor to be. 
masonry block exterior with drywall interior classroom walls. The 
exterior of the second floor will be redwood with drywall interior 
classroom walls. Corridors and toilet walls on both floors will be 
masonry block. All demountable walls will be of steel construction 
with acoustic quality equivalent to masonry block walls. Floors in the 
classroom areas will be carpeted except for small sections around 
entrance ways which will be vinyl tile. The multi-purpose room will 
have a tile floor and masonry block walls. Heat in the building will 
be provided by electric baseboard radiation on the exterior walls with 
rooftop air handling units to circulate heated or cooled air in the 
building. Lights will be, for the most part, fluorescent throughout 
the school. 

Presently most students in Bow are transported to school. The 
transportation system will remain similar to that which we now have 
with students, K-9, riding the same buses but with the exception that 
the buses will leave off students at one school and continue on to the 
other. In the afternoon, the procedure will be reversed. Kindergarten 
children will be transported at the beginning of the A.M. session and 
at the end of the P.M. session as they are now. 
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Lunch will be served in two sittings with grades 1 and 2 at one 
sitting and grades 3 and 4 at the other. Starting and ending times for 
school have not as yet been determined. 

The staff of our new school will be the same as at present with a 
full complement of classroom and special area teachers including 
reading improvement, learning disabilities, guidance, nurse, art, 
music, and physical education. The art, music, and _ physical 
education teachers will spend four days at the elementary school and 
one day at the Memorial School each week. The nurse will be 
supplemented by our education health specialist as will the library 
aide by the resource center coordinator from the Memorial School. 

The school will also have three teacher aides, one library aide, and 
one learning disabilities aide. There will be two custodians, one 
principal, and one secretary. Lunch will be served by two part-time 
school lunch personnel. 

Wherever possible, equipment and materials will be shared by the 
schools. When we open in September, we should have two empty 
classrooms and a pupil/teacher ratio of approximately 22 to 1, thus 
there is room for growth. This school is being built for a 
pupil/teacher ratio of 20-25 to 1, however, when all classrooms have 
a 25 to 1 ratio, the building will be taxed to its limit. 

We are looking forward to moving into our new school and 
allowing the present Memorial School to breathe. The children and 
staff of Bow Schools have the taxpayers of Bow to thank for these new 
facilities in which we will be able to continue to give our students an 
excellent education.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT PRINCIPAL 


Bow Memorial School will be taking on a new look upon the 
opening of school in September. Missing will be the sights and sounds 
of our K-4 students. We will replace this void with the excitement, 
interest and talents of the students in grades 5-9. 

During a few short months, and after many physical alterations, 
the existing Bow Memorial School will be transformed into a middle 
school, geared to the needs of our students. 

Our middle school program will function in a facility that has 
many more defined instructional areas. This will be accomplished by 
erecting demountable partitions in certain sections of our present 
primary and intermediate sections of the school. In addition, our 
resource center will be clearly outlined by demountable walls to 
provide an area for quiet study and research. 

Our present art room will become our 5-9 science area. All science 
instruction will take place within this one area which will allow for a 
more efficient use of materials and space. In turn, the art room will 
be moved to the existing kindergarten area. Demountable walls will 
be erected to separate the art room from the adjoining 5th and 6th 
grade areas. 

The original Bow Memorial structure will undergo some 
renovation. Home economics will have an additional sewing room 
next year and industrial arts will have a defined graphic arts room in 
which to work. A learning disabilities room will replace one of the 
existing classrooms in the old wing, and a foreign language lab and 
business math room will also be housed in this area. 

Our guidance office and waiting room will occupy some of the 
space presently used as the teachers’ lounge. In this area, as well, will 
be a dark room, fire storage closet and work room. 

The administrative suite will house an office area, conference room 
and principal’s office. Windows will be added in the existing office 
walls to allow for better visibility of corridor space. 

New programs to be offered during the 1979-80 school year for 9th 
grade students include business math, personal typing and typing I. 
The business math course will give students a basic understanding in 
business math skills that will be helpful in bookkeeping, maintaining 
financial records and the understanding of income and spending. 
Personal typing will provide students the skills necessary to type 
personal letters and school reports. Typing I will introduce students 
to more advanced typing skills than found in the personal typing 
program. Students will be presented with business and secretarial 
typing skills. 
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The school year 1979-80 promises to be a productive and exciting ; 
school year for the children in Bow. I am looking forward to working 
with each and every one of them.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISORY UNION #19 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Supervisory Union #19 Study Committee, appointed by the 
Bow District School Board members, as a result of article #7 of the 
1978 Bow School District warrant, has been meeting regularly 
throughout the summer and fall. 

The committee’s goal was to study the advantages of withdrawing 
from Supervisory Union #19. 


Interviews were scheduled to provide data for the study. Some of 
the main issues discussed were why does the Bow School District pay 
approximately 1/3 of the Union budget cost, yet has only 1/5 of the 
voting rights; what services do we expect from a Supervisory Union 
office; what do we want to pay for these services; do we want more or 
less services than we are getting now; do we need to be in a 
multi-district union or can we do it alone. 


The scheduled interviews were conducted on the following dates: 


June 5, 1978 — Paul Kilmister, consultant to the Commissioner of 
the N.H. Department of Education. He gave a 
brief history of the Supervisory Union organization 
in N.H. and explained the apportionment of 
Supervisory Union costs and voting rights. 


June 12, 1978 — Antonio Paradis, Superintendent of Union #19. He 
explained the role of the Union in the Bow School 
District and the services received for the $46,150.00 
current cost paid by the town which is 2.6% of the 
present operating school budget. He emphasized 
the great need for the Union as a resource center. 


July 10, 1978 — Richard Goodman, Director; Educational Field 
Services; Adjunct Associate Professor of Education. © 
He is involved in a study of Supervisory Unions in 
N.H. and the laws governing them. The format of 
this study would contain: 
1. Educational opportunities and programs 
2. Tax base of a community 
3. Sources for special and vocational education 
4. Formula for voting rights 


July 31,1978 — Harry Ryeson, Superintendent of Union #17 
(Sanborn Regional District). Kingston and Newton 
withdrew from Union #14 to form their own Union 
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(#17) for 100% services. Mr. Ryeson explained 
their procedures for withdrawing from a Super- 
visory Union. He also compared the expectations 
and realities of the two towns since their 
withdrawal. 


Aug. 13, 1978 — John Swenson and Norman Fortin, present 
members of the Bow School Board, and Richard 
Nichols, a past member of the Bow School Board. 
We were informed that the services provided by 
Union #19 were adequate. There is good budget 
control, good management, and good advice on 
school construction and teacher negotiations. 


Sept. 14, 1978 — John Lyford, principal, and Steve O’Neil, assistant 
principal, of Bow Memorial School. Satisfaction 
was expressed with the support and services that 
the school receives from Supervisory Union #19. 


The following services are currently received from Supervisory 
Union No. 19. 


1. Budget Preparation and Control — 


This entails a significant amount of work above and beyond what 
is generated at the school level. Utility consumption and pro- 
jected costs are calculated, insurance programs are evaluated 
and projected, teacher salaries are projected based on negotia- 
tions, hourly wages are calculated, statistical information is 
generated, special needs children are identified and associated 
costs are determined. This also entails producing monthly 
financial statements showing budget amounts, expenditures, 
encumbered and unencumbered balances. 


2. Purchasing — 

Many supply and equipment items are put out for bid. This is a 
very time consuming process because of the vast array of 
materials used in the school. Presently, the purchasing power of 
five (5) districts is used to obtain prices. 

Purchasing also entails processing purchase orders which requires 
assigning and recording purchase order numbers, encumbering 
the amount of the purchase order, processing the invoice for 
payment, producing the check, and disencumbering the funds. 


3. Payroll — 


Bi-weekly payroll is computed for contract and hourly wage

personnel, and also deductions for F.I.C.A., State Retirement, 
Tax Sheltered Annuities, Withholding and Dues are computed. 


. Record Keeping — 


This procedure includes setting up a filing system, becoming 
familiar with state and federal report forms, maintaining 
personnel folders for staff, and keeping records on Staff 
Development. 


. Hot Lunch Accounts — 


Monthly forms are sent to the state to obtain reimbursement. 
This requires taking raw data obtained from the hot lunch 
supervisor and calculating costs. 


. Building Program and Maintenance — 


With the new addition underway, many hours have been spent in 
gathering information, evaluating contracts, completing neces- 
sary paperwork and generating information for the Board to 
take action on. 


. Recruiting Teachers — 


Every spring a tremendous number of applications received from 
prospective teachers are screened and the best candidates are 
interviewed. 


. Supervision of the Evaluation of Staff — 


In order to keep a good professional staff, it is necessary to 
develop and implement an evaluation process to help teachers 
grow professionally. 


. Curriculum Development — 


The Bow District is kept abreast of current educational trends in 
curriculum development. 


Special Education and Education for Handicapped Children — 


The process of evaluating and obtaining the proper education is 
an extremely arduous task because of its very nature. With new 
and changing state laws, state financial aid being inconsistent, 
federal mandates in effect, it takes someone who can make a 
significant commitment of time to stay abreast of the situation 
and provide services for these children. It also takes a great deal 
of diplomacy to handle this position effectively. 


Teacher Negotiations — 
Negotiation is a factor that can really have a profound effect on 
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education. Evaluation of proposals and counter proposals are 


critical in order to have the best possible agreement. 


The following is an estimate of what it would cost Bow to have its 


own Supervisory Union. 


The following information is based on the assumptions that: 1) all 
services presently available will be continued; 2) rental of a building 
and/or office will be necessary; 3) school administrators/employees 
not become involved with work emanating from the Superintendent 
of Schools; 4) office personnel would receive compensation compar- 


able to Bow School District employees.

The following are criteria used as guidelines by the State Board of 
Education in approving the formation of new SU’s as recommended 
by the SU Task Force Report dated 5/1/73. 


“Recommended Supervisory Union Criteria” 


“Every school supervisory union established hereafter by the State 
Board of Education must meet certain criteria. All districts affected 
by the union or unions must meet certain guidelines either by services 
provided directly by the union or by the new union in conjunction 
with other unions or districts within a separate supervisory union. 


Criteria: 
1. A single district supervisory union should provide for a kinder- 
garten through twelve, or grade one through twelve educational 


program. 


2. Each supervisory union should be staffed by more than one state 
certified and supported person. This requirement could be met 
through shared services or staff between districts and/or 
supervisory unions. 


3. School districts within a supervisory union should be natural 
social and economic units. 


4. School districts in an “Authorized Regional Enrollment Area” 
plan should be included in the same supervisory union except 
when the formation of such a union would result in a loss of 
service or in the creation of a multi-district union too large for 
efficient school management. 


5. All supervisory unions shall provide, through the union office or 
by the districts acting independently, the following services for 
all member school districts. These services shall also serve as 
guidelines in the approval of new supervisory unions.

Supervisory unions should not include more than four individual 
school districts. 


. A supervisory school union should supervise a minimum of 2,000 


children. 


. The State Board should provide consultants to school districts 


and/or supervisory unions to aid in the solution of problems 
relating to the organization and the management and delivery of 
services to children. 


. Member boards of a supervisory union should use discretionary 


action to develop common practices and policies within the 
union. Some examples are personnel policies, transportation 
regulations, school calendars and purchasing procedures. 


. Administrators and board members should examine carefully the 


duties of professional personnel and supervisory union personnel 
with the goal of defining clearly the responsibilities and functions 
of administrators and board members.” 
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Considering that Bow does not meet the guidelines for formation 
of a Supervisory Union, the committee also investigated the 
possibility of forming a union with surrounding towns. 

The support of a Supervisory Union is calculated on \% of the 
ADM and ¥ of the equalized valuation. 

Due to Bow’s high equalized valuation, Bow would pay a 
disproportionate share of money to the support of a Supervisory 
Union and still be in a position of having to share the attention of the 
Supervisory Union personnel with other districts. 


Conclusions made by this Committee: 


Presently, there appears to be no significant advantage in 
withdrawing from Supervisory Union #19. Bow is receiving the 
services it demands at a cost considerably lower than the cost would 
be if Bow was the sole supporter of a Supervisory Union office. 

Joining with an adjacent town would not improve the financial 
conditions or change the voting inequities that presently exist. 


Recommendations made by this Committee: 


1. That the Bow School Board recommend to the N.H. School 
Board Association that legislation be introduced to correct the 
inequities that exist in the voting rights. 


2. That the town’s people individually use their voice to influence 
legislative change in an effort to right the inequity in voting 
rights. 


3. That at least every five (5) years, the School Board appoint a 
committee to re-evaluate our position in the existing Supervisory 


Union.

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REPORT 
OF 
BOW SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the Annual School District Meeting on March 22, 1978, the 
voters authorized the expenditure of $2,670,000 for the building and 
equipping of a new K-4 elementary school, building a track and 
field, and making renovations at the Bow Memorial School. 

The School Board reappointed the Building Committee which had 
been working with the various alternatives the previous year and the 
School Board members became a part of the committee. The 
members of the Building Committee are:

Mrs. Leila Maynard, who was a member of the Committee from its 
appointment after the 1977 School District Meeting, resigned in May, 
1978. The Committee extends their thanks for her contribution. 

The Building Committee decided to use the construction 
management system to construct the new facility because it offered 
the only possibility of opening the facility in September, 1979. Under 
construction management, a general contracting firm is hired to 
supervise construction of all phases of the building program. The 
construction manager becomes a part of the building program prior 
to the final completion of working drawings and lends his practical 
expertise in assisting the architect with estimating costs and design 
and construction techniques. Site work, excavation, and foundations 
are begun before other elements of the project are put out to bid or 
even finally designed. 

At a certain point in the design phase, but before final 
specifications are complete, the construction manager agrees by 
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contract to supervise the building program and guarantees a 
maximum price of the project — the guaranteed maximum price or 
GMP. Should the building be less expensive than the GMP, the 
owner benefits from the savings; should the building cost more than 
the GMP, the construction manager must absorb these costs. 
Additions to the plans that are made after the GMP contract is 
signed are paid for by the owner. 

The Gilbane Construction Company was selected as_ the 
construction manager. The company is an international firm with its 
offices in Providence, R.I., and has many past and current projects 
of high quality such as the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration Museum in Washington, D.C., and the Olympic 
Village Skating Rink presently under construction at Lake Placid, 
New York. 

Site work started in August, 1978, with concrete being placed in 
early October. A clerk of the works was employed by the School 
District to represent its interests in seeing that the construction 
manager was meeting the specifications as approved by the Building 
Committee. In late November he resigned to accept a position as 
building inspector in Salem, New Hampshire. Another clerk of the 
works, Mr. Ralph Scannel, has been hired to represent our interests, 
starting work the third week in January. Additionally, the Town of 
Bow has increased its inspections with regard to the building codes. 
The School District has also employed Cricenti Testing Service to 
assist in maintaining quality control. As of the date of this report, the 
projected date for completion of the new building and the 
renovations to Bow Memorial School is August 27, 1979. 

It appears at this time, January 29, 1979, that construction costs 
will exceed the budget. A portion of this excess cost which does not 
exceed the GMP will have to be borne by the School District. The 
School District voters will be asked to appropriate these additional 
funds at the Annual School District Meeting. At the time of the 
meeting, these figures will have been refined by additional bids and 
several more weeks of construction.
